The costume illustrated is made Of fawn-colored wool and brown Bengaline silk. The pleated skirt is made of 
the repped silk and the drapery and basque are of the wool, the latter having crossed draperies of silk on the fronts. 
The ormaments are of silk passementerie in two shades of brown. The lining foundation skirt upon which the 
gilk skirtiis mounted is two yards and a third wide. The pleated silk skirt is five yards wide, lined with founda- 
tion, and extends to the belt on the sides, while at the front and back it is only long enough to reach under the 
@rapety ; on the left side it is pleated in a triple box pleat eight inches wide, which is studded with passementerie 
ornantents. The pattern of the over-skirt is given in Figs. 1-8 ; the pattern is reduced, with’ the full dimensions 
in inches marked on the edges. Cut one piece each from Figs. 1 and 8 and a double piece according to Fig. 2. 
Take up the pleats indicated in Figs. 1 and 2 by bringing x on @, and in Fig. 1 the points x* on @*. Fold 
Fig. 8 through theamiddle to form a three-cornered piece, bringing the lower corner underneath the corner marked 1; 
a then take up the pleats indicated in the double layer, ahd turn down the upper corner on the outside along the 
; Gotted line. Arrange the draperies on the skirt.as shéwn in the illustrations, sewing the top to the skirt band; 
on the right side the front and back draperies are connected.from 1 to 2; on the left side the box-pleated panel 
on the skirt separates them; the small drapery, Fig. 3, is sewed to the top of the back along the upper edge and 
from 1 to *. Tack the draperies in place on the skirt. The pattern of the -basque is given in Figs. 4-12. Cut 
for it two pieces each from Figs. 4-7, 10, and 11, of the Gress material; of silk cut two pieces from Fig, 9 for the 
draperies on the front, sloping that for the left side as indicated on the pattern, and cut the collar and cuffs from 
Figs. § and 12; provide all parts except the draperies, Fig. 9, with lining, and put a stiff foundation interlining in 
the collar and cuffs. “Take up the darts iw the fronts, and join the fronts, side forms, and back as the correspond 
ing figures indicate. The top of the fronts as far as the line on the pattern is faced with silk and braided for the 
plastron. Set on the collar from 9 to'13. Turn down the eiige of the draperies along the dotted line; pleat them 
by bringing X on @, and set them on the fronts as the signs and figures indicate, lapping the right side.over in 
the manner shown in the illustration. Join the upper and under parts of the sleeves and fate them at the front; 
set the silk cuffs, which are braided with soutache, mderneath the edge as indicatedyand sew the sleeves into the 
armholes with 17 meeting 17 of the fronts. A pointed belt of silk folds, two inchs wide, trims the point of the 
basque at the front, being sewed to the right side and hooked over on the left. The basque is fastened with hooks 
and eyes. Passementeric ornaments are set on the collar, cuffs, and draperies, and on the postilion.
